Foote 
told of experiences in German 
prison camps. 

Among those v/ho heard Maj. 
Foote and later talked to him 
was Fred C. Evans, son of Reeve 
and Mrs. Arthur D. Evans, who 
had been in the same prison 
camp as Maj. Foote for a short 
time. "Maj. Foote came to 
Stalag 2D in June of 1944, but 
a week later, I was shipped to 
Poland along with other Cana- 
dian non-commissioned officers," 
Mr. Evans recalled. 

Another former comrade in 
arms who renewed old associa- 
tions was Maj. M. L. Newroth 
who has purchased the Shaw 
farm near Sharon. Maj. New- 
roth was at Camp Borden when 
Maj. Foote was principal Protes- 
tant chaplain there. Maj. Foote 
had lunch with Maj. Newroth 
and his family Monday noon. 

In. his remarks, Maj. Foote 
told how eager the prisoners of 
war were for services of wor- 
ship. He described the first 
service that was held after 
Dieppe when men attended 
wearing shackles. His text that 
day had been "Hard it is to sing 
of Zion in a strange land," he 
recalled, "It was hard but the 
men sang." 

The men built the .church 
with their own hands in the 
prison camp, Maj. Foote spid. 
The interior v/as of plywood 
from the sides of the Red Cross 
boxes. The church had an altar, 
cross find candles, Maj.. Foote 
said. "Nobody cared whether 
these things were suited for 
Presbyterian or Baptists or any 
other church — they served as 
symbols of the men's religious 

expression*"

"committee WS5 formed, assumed a secondary 
role as a link between the youth committee and 
the larger council. Mr. R. E. "Dick" Mather, 
the recreation co-ordinator, is, in so many words, 
as much an employee ol the youth committee as 
he is the recreation council. The youth com-

The position of the youth council is a model of 
the relation between other recreation organiza- 
tions and the recreation council. The youth 
committee was- initiated by the recreation coun- 
cil, partly financed by the recreation council, 
and given full access to the resources of the 
recreation council. The recreation council with-

INCREASES SHOULD BE 
MET BY SUBSIDY 

* 

Unless there is last minute action by cither 
the government or the parties involved, June 1 
will see a rise of two eents per quart in the price 
of milk to the consumer. This increase is the 
federal government's reply to the demand of 
farmers for a greater return for their milk in 
line with the increased cost of production. 

At the beginning of May, the federal govern- 
ment reduced its subsidy to the farmers from 55 
cents per cwt. to 33 cents per cwt. of fluid milk. 



The producers protested with the result that the 
subsidy was reinstated in full. However, the 
government at the same time dated the end of 
the two-cent subsidy per quart for June 1, the 
difference to be made up by the consumer, and 
served notice that as of September, it would re- 
move all subsidies and return the pricing of milk 
to the control of provincial boards from which it 
had been taken early in the war. At that time, 
another increase in price has been anticipated. 

The chances of provincial action to avert these 
increases seem slim. Hon. T. L. Kennedy, minis- 
ter of agriculture for Ontario, is quoted as hav- 
ing said that the provincial government would 
not pick up the "hot potato" that the federal 
government was dropping. Apparently, the 
provincial government has no intention of re- 
suming the subsidy payments when they are 
ceased by the federal government. The con- 
sumer then would have another increase to meet. 

There is no justification for these potential in- 
creases to the consumer. It has been said that 
the sooner production and pricing are freed from 
the "artificialities** of price control and subsidy 
payment, the sooner the nation will have a 
"healthy" economy. Such a doctrine, if applied 
to fur coats and costume jewelry, might have 
some meaning, but when applied to a necessity 
of life, becomes nothing more than a rank dis- 
tortion of the meaning of the word "economy." 

IJ is said that freed of controls and subsidy pay? 
ments, the "natural" level of supply and demand, 
cost to the consumer and cost to the producer, 
will find itself. Nothing is said of the victims of 
the process, the families in the low income 
bracket with children to feed. A 20 percent in- 
crease per quart of milk is a heavy strain for a 
family budget which must feed three or. four 

children. Add the increases in butter, potential 
increases in other necessities and the total be- 
comes unbearable. Is this a demonstration of 
the much vaunted "hold the line" policy of the 
federal government? 

The federal government was able to hold cost 
of living increases to a minimum during war 
years. It is failing miserably in peace. The re- 
sumption of strict price control and subsidy pay- 
ment in line with the needs of the conversion 
years is an absolute necessity. No one denies 
the increased cost of production, but those in- 
creases should be met by subsidy payment from 
national tax revenues, not by the consumer.

Margaret Allbright, daughter 
of a missionary to Japan, gave a 
summary of views on religion. 
Over half of the young people 
approached favored religious 
training in the school. One- 
quarter of the youtb of Canada 
is serious in religious matters. 
These young people are the lead- 
ers , in their church societies, 
while one-half may be classed as 
slightly religious, as the joiners. 
The remainder of the boys and 
girls are either indifferent or 
antagonistic. 

Religion is much more import- 
ant to the French-C a n a d i a n 
youth than to the English- 
speaking. An appalling ignor- 
ance of Bible and creed v/as dis- 
closed in the survey of Protes- 
tant young people. The need 
felt in the Protestant churches 
is for more co-operation between 
the denominations and for more 
opportunities in the church for 
social and recreational activities.

HOLD CONFIRMATION 
... SERVICE AT TRINITY 



Whitchurch township council 
took the initial step towards the 
creation of a high school area 
for Aurora and other centres on 
Monday. By a unanimous vote, 
the council divided the town- 
ship into three school divisions 
and are laying their wishes be- 
fore York county council at the 
June session. 

Aurora's area runs from a 
mile and a quarter north of Au- 
rora, south to the southern 
limit of the township, east to 
the fifth concession excluding 
New Gormley, then up the fifth 
to starting side road. The 
estimated total assessment in- 
volved amounts to approximate- 
ly $850,000. 

Newmarket's area runs north 
from the one-quarter mile above 
Aurora to the north limits of 
the township, east paralleling 
the Aurora area but extending 
as far east as the 7th concession. 
Total estimated assessment for 
this area is $550,000. 

Stouffville, where there has 
been considerable opposition to 
the creation of a high school 
area because of the fear of clos- 
ing the school there, will likely 
see otherwise now, for it ob- 
tains the balance of the town- 
ship for their area with an 
asessment of close to $1,000,000. 

The county council is expected 
to approve the request from 
Whitchurch. 

King township council the 
same evening approved the high 
school area plan. Under the 
King council motion, which has 
been forwarded to county coun- 
cil, Aurora will be the high 
school area with an estimated as- 
sessment of $4,000,000 for the 
entire township, excluding the 
two areas already served, one at 
the south-west corner of the 
township where the pupils at- 
tend Bolton continuation school, 
and one at S. S. 14, Schomberg, 
where there is a continuation 
school. Pupils in the Glenville 
area who attend Newmarket 
high school, and at Ansnorveld 
who attend Bradford high school 



will probably continue to do so, 
unless transportation is provided 
to Aurora. In the latter case at 
least, it would probably be more 
feasible for these pupils to at- 
tend Bradford. Clerk Harold 
Rose said the township was in 
general in favor of the plan. 

Gladstone Lloyd of Schom- 
berg. secretary of S.S. 14, said 
on Tuesday that a meeting was 
being called for the ratepayers 
of the school section and that 
the trustees would ask approval 
for the dissolving of the con- 
tinuation school, and permission 
for the pupils to attend Aurora 
high school. The total assess- 
ment which would go to the 
school area from S. S. 14 would 
be around $325,000. At present 
there are annual payments of 
$1,200 in force for ten years as a 
charge for the continuation 
school outstanding, and this 
would be handled by a commit- 
tee if the plan were approved by 
the ratepayers. Consensus of 
opinion is that there will be 
little opposition, if any, to the 
plan. The public school which 
is housed in the same building 
and needs expansion would be 
able to use the building along 
with the rest of the community 
to advantage. 

Clerk Rose expressed the opin- 
ion that Bolton continuation 
school had not been approved 
by the department of education 
for inclusion in any high school 
area plan, and that if the pupils 
from King township now attend- 
ing Bolton could not do so they 
would either go to Brampton or 
Aurora. The Peel county capi- 
tal was thought to be the most 
likely choice by those concerned. 

Aurora high school board has 
been in favor cf the plan, and 
now awaits the action of county 
council. If approved by county 
council, it will be a mere formal- 
ity to obtain the approval of 
the department of education: 
The scheme however \ is not 
likely to get underway until 
1046 owing to the assessment 
problems involved.

V.O.N, nurse? 

A. A V.O.N, nurse is a grada- 
ate from a hospital of at least 
100 beds. After becoming 3 
registered nurse, she takes a 
year's course in public healtls 
nursing at a university. 

Q. Can non-members make- 
use of the services of the nurse? 
A. Once a V.O.N, nurse is- 
appointed for an area she is at* 
the call of everyone in the com- 
munity regardless of whether 
they are members of the local 
V.O.N, organization. There is 
no restriction on rich or poor. 

Q. Is there any tenative plan. 
for Ihe work a V.O.N, nurse will 
do in Aurora? 

A. This is difficult to deter- 
mine now and will have to be 
regulated by the local organiza- 
tion. Experience has shown 
that in towns of similar size 
(3,000) there is generally time 
for the -V.O.N, nurse to apportion 
her services to industry and the 
school in addition to bedside and 
home nursing. The program ol 
the board should be regulated ta 
provide all the services needed.

That re- 
quest is not unreasonable since it 
it quite probable that those arc 
the mosquitoes that are the most 
bothersome anyway. Wc have 
every reason to believe thai for 
every mosquito that v/ill roach 
you from the creek, there will be 
50 that will have bred within a 
hundred yards of your own 
home. 

If you will use the D.D.T. spray 
that is sold in the local stores for 
a few cents a month and a half 
hour's work* you can contribute 
your share in the mosquito con- 
trol program. It will mean 
spraying damp corners in your 
cellars, under steps, in long grass 
and in moist spots <?f your back 
yards . Be careful to prevent the 
collection of water in empty lins 
or barrels. D.D.T. is not com- 
pletely harmless but if you avoid 
spraying it over foodstuffs and 
vegetables or over drinking 
water, there can be no ill effects. 

In addition, a daily spray of 
screen doors and windows will 
prevent flics and mosquitoes 
from collecting in those places. 
The results will be highly satis- 
factory, especially if you can per- 
suade your neighbors to exercise 
the same precautions as the mos- 
quito has little respect for a sur- 
veyor's boundaries. 

In conclusion, the Newmarket 
board of health urgently asks 
for the concerted efforts of all 
the citizens of the jlown. This 
Is not a case of passing the buck 
as we srimply cannot undertake 
more than a very limited pro- 
gram even If you would approve 
of the repeated Invasion of your 
private property by a mosquito 
control squad. With your whole- 
hearted co-operation, you will be 
able to sleep well all summer. 
The prosecution rests.
